AUTHORITY BEHIND THE BIBLE. 

Unity among the Protestant churches will be impossible 
until all recognize some standard of orthodoxy. Theoreti- 
cally, all claim that they do recognize such a standard, namely 
the Bible; practically, because they interpret it differently, 
they do not recognize it. Some outside authority which 
can guarantee the correctness of Bible irfterpretation is 
necessary, and such authority not one of the sects recognizes. 
Authority wotild be the key to all differences and divisions. 
The Augsburg Confession, the English Parliament, a General 
Assembly, a General Conference, are really the authorities on 
which the larger denominations among Protestants based 
their faith for many years. Today neither these Conventions, 
nor Assémblies, nor the Bible are decisive of the Faith of the 
average Protestant. He has grown to believe as he pleases 
and retains his church connection for the moral influence it 
has on himself and his children. Even ministers do not all 
hold the Bible or the decisions of their Church Councils as 
infallible authdrity. Only the other day a minister declared 
to a friend of the writer in this town that when he was con- 
sidéred as a candidate for orfination he declared that he was 
not suré of the Virgin birth or even of the Divinity of Christ, 
but that he was admitted’ when he did honestly declare that 
he was willing to believe all that he could believe. To him, 
therefore, there was no authority outside his own judgment. 
Even if we were to pass over the infallibility of the Church, 
the Catholic, the correctness of whose faith is attested to by 
nineteen centuries of Tradition, and by General Councils held 
in nearly every century, and an almost world-wide consensus, 
would have reason to feel a thousand times more secwre than 
the Protestant. 

While Protestants theoretically stand by the Bible, they 
practically do not recognize its unerring apthority; on the 
other hand while they theoretically deny the value of Tra- 
dition, they practically admit it. ‘The very fetish they make 
of the Bible is an honor paid to Tradition, because it is only 
through Tradition that we can trace the origin and be sure 
of the genuineness of the Holy Scriptures. In the observance 
of Sunday also they follow not the Bible, but Tradition. 

Higher critics, and most of the so-called progressive 
ministers are in sympathy with them, decline to hold that the 
Bible 7S the word of God; they rather would hold that it 
CONTAINS the word of God.
